Reading, Pa.—Residents of the East 
Penn and Oley valleys have petitioned 
the county commissioners to re-estab­ 
lish the highway between Kutztown 
and Manatawny. 
The highway was 
established about 1735 and for many 
years was used as a through gate 
from Philadelphia to points north. 
The petitioners claim the road would 
provide a direct route to Philadelphia, 
would eliminate much of the conges­ 
tion on the Allentown pike and would 
reduce the distance between Philadel­ 
phia and Kutztown by about 14 miles. 
At Pleasantville it would connect with 
the state highway leading to Boyer­ 
town. 
This old road has had an interest­ 
ing history. 
After the early settlers 
built their homes and erected stores, 
churches and schools they discovered 
they had to depend upon Indian trails 
as an outlet for their produce. 
They 
petitioned for a road and the Philadel­ 
phia county court, in 1735, appointed 
a board of viewers who laid out a 
highway from Yoder’s iplace (Mana­ 
tawny) to Levan’s mill (Eagle Point) 
following an Indian trail in the sur­ 
vey. 
This was about ten years ear­ 
lier than the establishment of any oth­ 
er road north of Reading and became 
the outlet for the wagon traffic of the 
entire Manatawny valley, as well as 
for points beyond the Blue mountains. 
After the close of the Revolutionary 
W ar the traffic along this road be­ 
came so heavy that a scries of hotels 
were erected, many of them yet stand­ 
ing. 
For some years a stage coach 
was operated between Kutztown and 
Non-is town.

A study of the uses of the cnc-dol-ji 
lar bill, just completed by tho gov­ 
ernment’s efficiency experts, 
shows 
that seven times as many one-dollar 
bills arc1 carried now as in 1900. and 
the increase in the use of the bill 
since 1910 has tripled. The estimated 
production of dollar bills for the pres-1 aal 
rut year is 800 tons, against ninety j S S 
tons in 1000. 
The bureau believes

Efforts of tho Treasury Department | === 
to put silver coins back into circula 
lion have been unsuccessful and a re-1 
cent campaign to popularize the two- 
dollar bill has met with no enthusiasm, 
so the efficiency bureau was asked to I 
get the facts regarding the one-dollar I 
measure. 
Tse Is Uneconomical 
‘‘The drift toward the excessive use I 
of low-denomination bills," says the ! 
report of the experts, “ is uneconomical I 
from the standpoint of both the pub- J 
lie and the government. 
"The development of so bulky a cur­ 
rency is bad from the standpoint of 


“ Every one of these processes is 
complicated in proportion to the small­ 
ness of tho denomination of the bills 
to be handled. The larger the denomi-1 
nation of the bills, the easier and more 
economical the task. 


Many Bills Destroyed 
“ When these bills reach Washing­ 
ton they must be counted and re­ 
counted, sorted according to currency 
type, examined lest they be counter-! 
felt, destroyed with proper formality, j 
The smaller the 
denomination 
the 
greater the work in thus retiring any 
given $1000. 
“ New money must be issued in the 
place of that destroyed. 
The life of a 
dollar bill is but seven months. 
It 


complcrtes its cycle and is replaced in 
that time. 
If one ten-dollar bill can 
be made to take the place of ten ones, 
the expense of maintaining ten dol­ 
lars in circulation is 
one-tenth 
as 
great. 
If fives can replace ones there 
is a corresponding saving. 
If twos 
can be made to serve, the cost will be 
reduced to one-half.” 
The two-dollar bill, the efficiency 
experts believe, is a useful denomina­ 
tion that has fallen into disuse for no 
sound reason, but merely because it is 
believed to be unlucky. 
It is largely 
used in Canada. 
In 
England the 
smallest piece of paper money in use 
is a ten-shilling bill which is worth 
a little more than the two-dollar bill.
